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The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 9, remove the words "computer readable medium" on line two and 
replace them with the word "memory". 
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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 3 
requires a plurality of components for performing an equipment selection operation 
including a user terminal for entering equipment and user information that is connected 
to a host computer which provides equipment information for display on the user 
terminal only after granting a display permission which is requested by the user terminal 
after user information and selection information is transmitted to the host computer. It is 
this unique combination of features that is novel and non-obvious in view of the prior art. 
The art discloses shopping over a network (Hanai), configuring products among related 
products (i.e. equipment selection, see Gupta) and processing on the client side of a 
server/client system (Yankovich). However, the art does not teach the claims as recited 
including the specific method of requesting a display permission only after transmitting 
user information - i.e. the display permission is not merely a username/password as 
known in the art. Claims 6 and 9 correspond and are therefore allowed for the same 
reasons.
